The Ax and Poultry. 


While tho ax Is an Important factor 


in tbe keeping of poultry, In some 
cases It Is not used often enough. 
, Sometimes n sick fowl la doctored 
and fussed with, -whereas If tho ax 
were tiscd at once the fowl would 
have bceii spared Buffering and the 
owner's time would have been saved. 
It is true Unit some birds recover un- 
der treatment, but there is always 
danger o£ a recurrence at the trouble, 
or, what Is .worse, the descendants of 
that fowl are Weak In that special 
wuy and are liable to tho same dis- 
ease 
i 


It sometimes happens that, although 


the ux Is used in the end. Immediate 
action may bo put off from day to 
day in the cnse of some fowl that has 
no contagious or deadly disease, yet is 
an unpleasant sight or misery to her- 
self lu a ilock or yard, as, for Instance, 
one 'that is partially lame, yet not 
lame enough but thnt she can travel 
about, or where ti fowl becomes egg 
bound., The quicker I hat fowls such 
as these arc killed the better for them- 
selves itnd for their owner. 


They consume feed, they take up 


room, they are an unpleasant sight, 
and it is n mistaken kindness to allow 
them to exist.—Farm Journal.,

The third dny 
always produces licnt prostrations or 
sunstrokes, and each successive day 
produces more In n greatly increased 
ratie. Tbe fatigue of the second day 
increases until tho horse goes down in 
complete prostration, becoming insen- 
sible and dying In an hour or two un- 
less he receives prompt relief. 


The first symptom of heat prostra 


tlon is panting. This Is usually accom 
pnnied by profuse sweating, dilation 
of the nostrils, banging of the bead 
drooping ears, slowing up, loss of aul 
aiation and bloodshot eyes.
